&. Phe Board rniav wreeerthe thy daes reauired fox membership in the 
Associetion. Dues shel) be ia the sarac ataount for all-rnembera. Howevnr, the 
duee required of any vevaon zeaking metibership after one half the dagen VRaAR 
bas passed shall, for that year, be 50 per cont of the annual dues. The annual 
dues eheli in ne event exceed $2, 00 Suving each ef the firat two yeare oo the 
existence of this Aeseciation, 
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b. An increase in the maximum dues may be approved only by a 
two-thirds affirmative vate of the members present at the annual meeting or 
® special meeting convened in accordance with Article Eleventh. 


c. Personnel who have paid their dues te participate in any of the 
activities listed in Article Sixth in the calendar year of organization of the 
Association will be eligible for membership without assesament for annual 
dues in that year. 


ARTICLE SIXTH, 
&. Board Merabership 
There shall be a Board consisting of five member Directors, one 
each representing: the social, cultural, athletic, special events activities, ane 
one member-at-large. Various other representatives aa may be needed may be 
selected by the Board as advisors, Each Director shall serve for one year and 
may succeed himaelf. 
b. Election of the Board 
Each of the activities listed in Article fa will elect aanually a 
representative to the Board. The Director of Personnel will appoint the 
member-at-large. 
€. Officers cf the Board. 
“At the first regular meeting of the Board, after selection, the 
Directors shall elect from its members a Fresident and such other officers as 


are considered necessary who shall aerve until the next annual election of the 
Board. Cfficers may be re-elected, 


d. Function. 


The Board may take auch action as deemed appropriate to 
effectively operate the Association. 


ARTICLE SEVENTH, 
a, Board Mectinge 


1. The Board shall meet at least once every three months and 
upon the call of the President. 
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2, Actions by the Board shall be by majority vote of thoge 
sresent. A querem shall conaist of three raembere present. 


b. Annual Association Meeting 


There shall be an annual meeting of the members of the 
Associztion. The membership shail approve the budget and take such other 
action 2a may be brought before them. Actions by the membership shail be 
by a majority of thoae voting. The annual meeting shall be during December | 
each year on a date announced two weeke in advance by the President. 


ARTICLE EIGHTH, Funde availabla to the Aesociation from dues, 
money-taising activities of all kinds, and from whatever sources, shall be 
disbursed for such purposes and subject to such ceatrola as the Board shali 
deterrnine. In allocating funds, the Board shall have due regard for the 
interests of the members. An accounting by the Beard of the allocation and 
disbursement of funds will be made at the annual meeting. 


ARYiCLE NINTH, Nothing herein shail prevent members of any 
organized activity from assessing and expending such additiona). dues and levies 
for such activity. Any sach funds shall not be funds available to the Association 
within the centemplation ef Article Eighth. 


ARTICLE TENTH. For the purpose of these Articles, the firat year of 
the exiatence of the organization ghal) end on December 31, 1964. 


ARTICLE ELEVENTH. 


a. Amendments te these Articles may be proposed by the Board; also, 
a petition te amend these Articles may be aubmitted by at least 25 membere of 
the Association, 


b FPropesed aroendmenta to these articles will be presented to the 
membership at a special meeting calied by the President. Announcement of 
the special meeting will be made at least 30 days in advance of the scheduled 
dste of the tmneeting. 


c Except for Article 5b, proposed amendments presented to the 
members at a special mecting shall be adopted upon an affirmative vote of a 
majority of the members present. 


SOP CLE TWELFTH, “na the event the Association is terminated or 
otherwise discontinued, any fands and aesete shall be dispoged of as the Board 
shall detarmine, after consultation with the Genera! Coungel and the Chief, 
Audit Staff, CLA. 
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
